Superintendent's  Report. 

To  the  Citizens  op  Cavendish  : 

Nine  legal  schools  have  been  maintained  the  past  year  and 
one  school  where  the  average  attendance  was  less  than  that 
required  by  law.  This  latter,  the  Gilchrist  school,  should  be 
transported  next  term,  unless  more  pupils  come  into  the  dis- 
trict. Sixteen  teachers  have  been  employed  during  the  year, 
only  five  of  our  schools  retaining  the  same  teacher  throughout 
the  year.  It  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  schools  if  teach- 
ers, whose  work  is  satisfactory,  could  be  retained  for  several 
terms.  With  few  exceptions,  the  longer  a  teacher  is  retained 
the  more  efficient  and  valuable  she  becomes. 

On  behalf  of  the  school  officials,  I  wish  to  express  our  ap- 
preciation of  the  action  of  some  of  the  parents  who  had  com- 
plaints to  make.  Instead  of  discussing  the  shortcomings  of  the 
teacher  or  the  school  with  or  before  their  children,  they  went 
directly  to  the  teacher  or  one  of  the  school  officials  and  made 
their  complaints.  Usually,  matters  could  then  be  arranged  in 
a  manner  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  If  all  parents  would 
make  their  complaints  in  the  same  way,  it  would  prevent  much 
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ill-feeling-  on  the  part  of  the  older  people  and  misbehavior  by 
the  boys  and  girls. 

Some  fault  has  been  found  with  the  plan  now  in  use  of 
grading-  the  district  schools  and  perhaps  a  brief  statement  of 
the  reasons  which  led  to  its  adoption  is  needed.  In  the  first 
place,  the  teachers  should  have  a  uniform  plan  to  follow.  Many 
of  them,  through  lack  0*1  training  or  experience,  have  very  little 
idea  of  the  work  suitable  to  pupils  of  different  ages  and  ability. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  term  a  teachers'  meeting  is  held,  and 
the  work  of  each  grade  for  that  term  discussed  and  outlined. 
A  pupil  who  has  faithfully  and  thoroughly  done  the  work  re- 
quired by  our  present  course  of  study  will  be  able  to  pass  the 
state  examinations  for  entrance  to  a  high  school.  As  far  as 
possible,  the  district  school  teachers  are  doing  the  same  work 
as  those  in  the  grades.  Secondly,  it  helps  the  pupils.  The 
work  is  better  adapted  to  their  mental  development.  They 
take  more  interest  in  their  work  if  they  feel  that  they  are,  in  a 
way,  competing  with  the  pupils  of  other  schools.  If  it  is  nec- 
essary for  them  to  go  from  one  school  to  another,  they 
can  do  so  without  loss  of  time  or  grade.  This  has  been  true  in 
numerous  cases  the  past  year.  Thirdly,  it  helps  the  town.  Our 
district  school  teachers  are  trained  in  graded  school  work  and 
when  vacancies  occur  our  deserving  teachers  can  be  promoted 
and  we  will  not  have  to  run  the  risk  of  using  unknown  teachers. 

f  Most  of  the  school  houses  are  in  good  condition,  though 
some  need  slight  repairs.  The  closets  should  be  attended  to 
more  carefully.  The  present  system  of  heating  the  village 
school  house  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

The  school  year  was  lengthened  to  thirty-two  weeks  this 
year. 

The  attendance  has  improved  somewhat,  but  it  is  still  be- 
low what  it  should  be.  The  attendance  in  the  Densmore  school 
was  the  highest  in  town.  During  the  winter  there  were  only 
two  absences  and  two  tardy  marks,  the  record  being  ninety- 
nine  and  three-tenths  per  cent.  The  attendance  in  the  Tar- 
bell  hill  and  Gilchrist  schools  was  also  excellent.  Mr.  Lock- 
wood  has  been  an  efficient  truant-officer. 

Your  superintendent  has  made  over  one  hundred  visits, 
held  three  teachers'  meetings,  conducted  several  examinations, 
and  assisted  the  teachers  and  directors  in  various  ways.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Cavendish. 

The  standard  of  work  in  your  schools  has  been  steadily  ris- 
ing during  the  past  year.  This  is  due,  in  the  first  place,  to  the 
retention  of  teachers  for  several  terms  instead  of  the  constant 
shifting  formerly  in  vogue.  Secondly,  there  has  been  a  heartier 
co-operation  and  a  better  understanding  between  the  parents 
and  the  teachers  and  school  officials.  It  is  impossible  for  a  teach- 
er to  do  her  best  work  unless  she  receives  the  loyal  support 
of  the  parents.  Some  of  the  citizens  have  shown  their  interest 
by  visiting  the  schools  during  the  past  year,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
many  more  will  do  so  during  the  coming  year.  The  many  little 
misunderstandings  which  always  arise  in  dealing  with  children 
can  be  avoided  if  the  parents  and  teacher  are  personally  ac- 
quainted. We  are  working  together  to  perform  the  most  im- 
portant duty  of  the  town,  to  give  to  every  boy  and  girl  the  best 
education  possible. 

The  attention  of  the  parents  is  called  to  the  attendance  at 
the  close  of  this  report.  The  absent  and  tardy  marks  are  very 
numerous,  and  such  irregularities  interfere  seriously  with  a 
pupil's  progress. 

Uniform  examinations  were  given  in  all  the  schools  of  the 
town  for  the  first  time  last  spring,  and,  on  the  whole,  the  pupils 
did  very  well.  The  work  of  the  high  school  has  been  up  to  the 
standard  required  by  the  State.  It  is  expected  that  the  members 
of  the  present  Sophomore  class  who  do  the  required  work  will 
be  admitted  to  the  Junior  class  of  other  high  schools,  next  fall, 
without  examination. 

The  graded  school  is  doing  excellent  work  and  the  present 
force  of  teachers  should  be  retained  as  long  as  possible. 

The  work  of  the  district  schools  compares  very  favorably 
with  that  of  other  towns.  The  lack  of  children  has  made  it  diffi- 
cult to  maintain  legal  schools  in  some  of  the  districts. 

The  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  regarding 
the  display  of  flags  on  the  schoolhouses  has  not  been  complied 
with  and  provision  for  doing  so  should  be  made  at  once. 

Several  of  the  district  schoolhouses  should  be  made  more 
comfortable  and  more  sanitary.  The  graded  building  still  needs 
extensive  repairs  and  improvements.  Double  windows,  decent 
water-closets,  and  a  modern  heating  system  are  the  most  impor- 
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tant  needs.  It  is  impossible  to  run  your  schools  and  make  the 
needed  repairs  on  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  on  the  dollar. 

The  teachers  have  tried  to  impress  upon  the  pupils  the  need 
of  more  care  in  the  use  of  the  books,  supplies  and  schoolhouses. 
Three  teachers'  meetings  were  held  and  several  of  the  teachers 
attended  the  State  Convention  at  Burlington  in  October,  and  the 
meeting  at  Chester  in  January.  Your  superintendent  has  made 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  visits. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Cavendish  for  the  courtesy 
and  kindness  shown  me  while  I  have  been  connected  with  the 
schools.

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Your  Auditors  have  made  their  annual  inspection  of  the 
Town  Farm  and  can  cheerfully  commend  the  apparent  good 
management  we  there  observed.  The  live  stock  is  looking  well, 
but  we  recommend  a  change  in  the  work  team  now  on  the  farm, 
and,  also,  some  repairs  should  be  made  at  once  on  the  woodshed, 
or  it  will  soon  be  unfit  for  repair.  There  is  at  present  quite  a 
family  being  supported  by  the  town  at  the  farm  as  well  as  sev- 
eral " prof essional  paupers"  desiring  their  maintenance  from  the 
" public  crib."  Aunt  Harnett  Pratt,  aged  73  years;  Mrs.  A.  C. 
Strong,  44  years;  Hugh  Strong,  14  years;  Orpha  Strong,  11 
years ;  Lincoln  Strong,  9  years ;  Ervin  Strong,  7  years ;  and  Guy 
Tower,  19  years,  comprise  the  ' '  regular  family ' '  at  the  farm,  and 
with  the  exception  of  Harnett  Pratt,  all  seem  to  be  rugged,  ro- 
bust and  hearty.  Three  older  Strong  boys  are  at  the  farm  some 
of  the  time.  It  occurs  to  us  that  if  guardians  were  appointed 
for  some  or  all  of  these  children,  it  would  be  much  better  for  them 
and  for  the  community  (and  this  is  equally  applicable  to  some 
not  living  at  the  farm)  as  they  might  be  thus  started  upon  a 
self-supporting  basis  and  be  thus  removed  from  an  influence 
which  tends  to  develop  vagabonds,  paupers  and  criminals. 

Note  should  be  made  in  connection  with  the  "cost  of  support 
of  Poor"  this  year  as  compared  with  last  year,  that  we  received 
$132.00  for  board  of  Mr.  Robb  last  year  and  something  like  $75.00 
has  been  expended  in  repairs  this  year,  approximating  $200.00 
of  the  apparent  cost. 

,  The  School  Directors  have  labored  under  circumstances 
(difficulties)  beyond  their  control.  A  Grand  List  smaller  by 
$313.00  than  last  year,  with  $156.00  less  for  school  purposes, 
supplemented  with  $425.00  less  State  school  money  than  last 
year,  demonstrates  how  the  ' '  State  is  paying  the  expenses ' '  with 
a  vengeance. 

For  the  first  time  in  years  the  highways  have  been  kept  for 
substantially  the  tax  raised  for  that  purpose,  and  only  for  the 
shrinkage  of  the  Grand  List  as  above  mentioned,  there  would 
have  been  no  deficit  in  the  road  department ;  as  it  is,  it  is  incon- 


43 


siderable.  It  might  be  profitable  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the 
Grand  List  shrinkage  and  see  who  it  is  that  has  profited  by  the 
change  in  such  figures  and  who  has  been  injuriously  affected. 

All  in  all,  we  may  be  thankful  that  we  are  not  worse  off,  and 
with  proper  attention  to  the  details  which  we  are  prone  to- 
neglect,  all  may  be  made  right  in  the  coming  year.

The  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Cavendish,  who  are  legal 
voters  in  Town  meeting  are  hereby  notified  and  warned  to 
meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  said  Town,  on  Tuesday,  the  1st  day 
of  March,  A.  D.  1910,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on 
the  following  articles,  namely: 

1st. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  grant  license  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  for  the  year  to  come  in  said  Town. 

2nd.— To  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Auditors  of  said  Town. 

3rd. — To  see  how  much  per  day  the  Town  will  pay  its  ofdcers. 

4th. — To  choose  all  Town  Officers,  as  the  law  directs  to  be 
chosen  at  the  annual  March  meeting, 

5th. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  money  agreeable 
to  section  8  of  act  III  of  the  Laws  of  1906. 

6th. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  money  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  the  expense  of  the  Town  for  the  year  to  come. 

7th. — To  see  how  much  per  year  the  Town  will  pay  for  the 
care  of  the  Fletcher  Town  Library. 

8th.--To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  money  for  Memo- 
rial Day. 

9th.  -To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  funds  for  the  perpetual 
care  of  individual  lots  in  the  several  cemeteries  in  Toavu,  as  is 
provided  in  the  Vermont  Statutes. 

10th. — To  see  if  the  Town  will  exempt  from  taxation  any 
new  manufacturing  establishment  erected  or  to  be  erected,  if  the 
sum  invested  exceeds  $1,000.00,  for  the  term  of  five  (5)  years, 
as  is  provided  by  Law.
